E€nglish-Opera House. 

Tne Music of Weig! having proved so attractive at one of the Mi- 
nor Theatres, the Manager at this house has thought fit to produce 
an Opera of this composer, which was presented, Jast night, for the 
public approbation, after several postponements, under the title of 
The Pirate of Genoa. The plot of this piece, like most Operas, is 
ef the simplest construction :—Dorimante, the son of Capt. Tornado, 
the Genoese Pirate, during his father’s absence on a cruize, falls in 
Jove with Claretta, a designing Opera singer, who wishes to entrap 
him into a marriage, but to which she finds him reluctant, not having 
obtained his father’s consent. Meanwhile, the father returns; and, 
to secure his approbation, Claretta is represented as a travelling Coun- 
tess. ‘The Captain, having taken a rich prize, brings back in his train 
a young sailor, who proves to be Lucille, a former mistress of Dori- 
tnante, who has followed him from Naples in this disguise. Suspect- 
ing that all is not right with the soi-disant Countess, Cajit. Tornado 
employs Signor Solfeggio, an Italian professor of music, captured by 
him, to find out the lady’s real pretensions, and who, though deaf, 
proclaims her to be a prima donna, and an old stager. Lucille also 
discovers herself, and the dénoeament takes place, by Dorimante re- 
turning to his first love, and the consequent disappointment of the 
Opera syren. ‘There are also some inferior characters connected with 
the plot, as Count Oriral, a convenient friend of Dorimante, who as- 
sists him in deceiving the father, with respect to the Countess, and, 
finally, in undeceiving him, for conscience sake ; likewise Pasquale, a 
fellow, who serves Dorimante during his father’s absence, but, on the 
latter’s return, is the first to give hints of the real state of affairs; and, 
Jastly, Merlino, an adventurer, who passes as the brother of Claretta. 

It will thus be seen that this Opera contains the needful number of 
personages to form all descriptions of concerted pieces, of which it is 
almost entirely composed, there being very few airs in the whole Opera. 
The principal eharacters are those of Dorimante and Claretta, and 
they were ably filled by Mr. Wood and Madame Feron, the latter of 
whom execoted a brilliant scena in the first act, which received a well 
merited encore, Miss Cawse played the part of Lucille with much 
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effect, and sang sweetly ; her recitative is excellent. Mr. H. Phillips, 
as the Pirate, and Mr. G. Penson, as Signor Solfeggio, also received 
much applause. We could not, however, find any wit in the stammer- 
ing of Mr. Thorne, who played the part of Count Orival ; no one ap- 
peared amused by it, and it decidedly spoiled the effect of some of the 
concerted pieces in the first part ; this had much better be omjtted.— 
Stammering is an infirmity of nature which we never knew to give any 
thing but pain to the hearer, and which greatly offends the ear. 


Mr. J. Russell, who personated the servant Pasquale, had a comic 
song, in the first act, which might have been much more effective, if 
the singer had infused a little more humour ioto it ; the recitative part 
was very badly delivered, in fact it was not singing. Upon the whole, 
this Opera is more pleasing than striking, and we have ne doubt will 
improve on repetition, as the actors appeared not to be very perfect 
in their parts. We observe the apology of the translator of the words 
of this Opera, and we must confess they require one. The Opera 
was given out for repetition this evening, without a dissentient voice. 
The Last Guerilla followed.
